MINISTER GRISCOM MAY NOT BE 
FIRST AMBASSADOR. 


American Legation at the Japanese 
Capital May be Erected Into Em- 
bassy Only if Mikado Elevates His 
Ministry at Washington to Similar 
Rank—Takahira’s Departure. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese Minister, had a 
long talk today with Secretary Root 
respecting the business of his mission, 
which the Minister is putting in shape 
preparatory to departing for Japan on 
an extended leave of absence. 

While he is in Tokio the Minister | Ma 
will discuss with the Foreign Office 
officials the expediency of raising the 
Japanese Ministry to the rank of an 
embassy. President Roosevelt would 
be glad to see this done, and he is par- 
ticularly desirous that Minister Taka- 
hira, for whom he has conceived the 
highest esteem, should have the honor 
of being the virst Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Amerieca.. But the President 
cannot initiate this movement be- 
cause of the existing statutes provide 
that he may erect the American lega- 
tion at Tokio into an embassy only 
after had been advised that the 
Japanese government has taken such 
action in the case of its own diplo- 
matic representation in Washington. 

It is impossible to state at present 
whether or not Lioyd Griscom, the 
present American Minister at Tokio, 
will become the first American Am- 
bassador there. Mr. Griscom, accord- 
ing to cable dispatches, said farewell 


today to the Emperor of Japan, and 
it is not certain he wil] return to 
Tokio.

Trifle More Than Do the Grow- 
ers Who Produced it. 

It was practically an even break 
last season between the railroads anda 
the shippers in the division of the re- 
turns from oranges shipped through 
the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change. The railroads got $5,000,000 for 
the fruit to market; 
growers received $4,900,000 to reimburse 

them for their labors. 

The total shipment of oranges 
through this exchange was 14,219 cars, 
from which was realized $12,125,000. It 
cost $2,225,000 to pack and sell the 


fruit, which, with the returns to the 
railroads and to the growers, makes 
up /the total.

Commerce, is Dr. A. Varicle of Daw- | 
son, Y. T. Dr. Varicle is secretary 
of the “International Yukon Polar In- 
stitute,” one of the most unique or- 
ganizations of exploration in the world.

| sonabie tolerance in this direction has 

been passed in Los Angeles; The 
place of “amusement” which this new 
ordinance will either put out of busi- 
ness or reform had become a malig- 
nant ulcer of vice and immorality. 
The only practical way to heal it was 
‘by the application of a_ stringent 
remedial agent in the form of a city

OF THE NAVY. 
Rear-Admiral Charles W. Rae, en- 
gineer-in-chief of the navy, in his an- 
nual report, makes some pointed refer- 
ences to what he terms “the critical 
condition of engineering in the navy.” 
The explosion on the gunboat Benning- 
ton serves as an illustration of the 
conditions to which he objects, and he 
declares that these conditions require 
serious and immediate attention. 

“So few officers of the line,” says 
Admira! Rae, “are taking up engineer- 
ing seriously, that the situation ts be- 
coming alarming. Were the country 
suddenly plunged into war,” he adds, 
“the navy would find itself in no con- 
dition to win battles. As necessary as 
good marksmanship is the ability to 
carry guns to the firing line and to 
keep them there amid the havoc 
created by modern ordinance; and this 
will never be done with amateurs in 
charge of the machinery.”

come good engineers, “but they must 
have experience to become so, and 
the experience must be acquired in 
subordinate positions.” 

The logical remedy for the defects 
pointed out by Admiral Rae is supplied 
by him in a plan which he submits. By 
means of this plan, in his opinion, the 
navy can quickly be supplied with a 
body of efficient engineers. He sug- 
gests that all the younger officers shall 
be given engineering duty, and shall 
be made to realize their responsibility, 
“the duty to be performed first in a 
subordinate capacity, and examina- 
tions to be strict, with engineering 
ranking marksmanship, gunnery and 
navigation.” 

Several further suggestions, in har- 
mony with and supplementary to the 
above recommendations, :re submitted 
by Rear-Admiral Rae. His ideas ap- 
pear to be so practical, and his sugges- 
tiong so necessary to the building up 
of a navy of the highest efficiency, 
that they will doubtless receive the 
favorable consideration of the Presi- 
dent and Congress. 

It is of little avail for us to build up 
a strong navy unless we man it with 
strong men in all departments. Ad- 
miral Rae has spotted a weakness 
which might easily prove fatal in an 
emergency. It rests with the govern- 
ment to provide the remedy, and it 
will doubtless be provided along the 
lines suggested by Admiral Rae.
